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RESTING AT GREENWOOD. 


funeral of Sunset Cox in New York Yester- 
any: 

New Yorx, September 18.—Long before 10 
o’clock this morning, the hour set for the 
funeral of the late Samuel Sullivan Cox, the 
First Presbyterian church, corner of Fifth av- 
enue and Twelfth street, began to fill with 
illustrious mourners and admirers of the dead 
statesman from the humbler walks of life. The 
rain poured in torrents the whole morning, 
and a hasty wind prevailed, but those inconve- 
niences did not keep the crowds away. Before 
the services began the elurch was filled, and 
it was necessary to close the doors, leaving 
many poople out on tne sidewalk. 

The thoral tributes to the departed were un- 
usually magnificent, covering the entire length 
ofthe eltar with fragrance and beauty, and 
concealing the chair and transept. The most 
noticeable piece was a cross six feet high of 
nephitos, rosebuds, tuberoses, white carna 
tions, orchids and lilies, inscribed “Our 
Friend,” the gift of the Boston Letter Carriers’ 
association. Theorder of Elks sent an urn 
composed of red and white roses and pinks. 
The largest piece came from the letter carriers 
of New York. It wasinthe form of a huge 
envelope inscribed ‘‘Our Champion.” The 
United States life saving service sent a large 
wreath. The Philadelphia letter carriers sent 
a large floral pillow. 

At 10:20 a. m,. the funeral cortege arrived. 
In line were: Grover Cleveland and vice- 
President Morton, General W. T. Sherman 
and Jude Daley, M. H. Northrup and John T. 
Agnew, George Hoadiey and Douglas Taylor, 
S. I. Kimball and George Francis Train. 

Immediately behind came the bier, borne by 
John D. O’Conner, Mr. Hussenfeld, M. H. 
Whaler, Join Henry McCarthy, J. J. Morris, 
J. H. Bessiing, N. J. Kearney and Henry 
Bishop, Close to the coftin walked the be- 
reaved wife, leaning heavily upon the arm of 
her brother-in-law. As the funeral cortege 
entered the church the soft notes of the organ 
whispered the beginning of the voluntary. 

After every one was seated, the choir sang 
“The Lord is My Shepherd,’’ and then Dr, 
Deem: read from the Seriptures. Rev. Dr. 
W. H. Millburn, the ‘‘blind chaplain’’ of the 
house of representatives, followed and deliver- 
eda short address. Kev. T. DeWitt Talmage 
spoke very beautifully of Mr. Cox’s character 
as atypical American. After that the choir 
sang ‘‘Adeles Fidest,’’ and Dr. Milburn pro- 
nounced the benediction. The interment was 
at Greenwood. 


FOOLING WITH FIREARMS. 


Two Negro Boys Find a Pistol and Kill Their 
Younger Brother. 


Naweian, N. C., September 13.—[Special.]— 
Near Jackson springs, in Richmond county, a 
negro named Oliver had three sons, aged two, 
four and five years. These three were left at 
howe alone; the two elder children rummaged 
through a chest and found arevolver, with 
which they shot their two-year-old brother 
through the neck, the jugular vein being sev- 
ered. Tne boy walked about the room until 
he bled to death. When life was extinct the 
little fiends intending to hide the§- crime, 
dragged the dead child two orthree hundred 
yards from the house into the woods and hid 
the body behind some bushes. They then went 
to a neighbors, where they remained until 
found by their father. They confessed to the 
shooting, but said they had no reason for it. 
The father sent for a magistrate, and after re- 
lating the facts told him to take the boys and 
let the law take its course. Owing to their ex- 
treme youthfulness they are out of the reach 
of the law, and, of course, nothing cau be done 
with them. 


BELIEVED TO BE INNOCENT. 


The People Much Wrought Up On the Lynch- 
ing at Morganton, N. C. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., September, 13.—[Spe- 
tial.}|—The body of Frank Stack, a white man 
who was yesterday lynched at Morganton, 
passed through Charlotte yesterday for Mon- 
roe, where it will be interred. It was shipped 
by express. News from Monroe last night 
Says the people are very much wrought up 
over the lynching, they believing Stack was 
innocent. Stack lives at Monroe and was very 
popular there-> It is learned that Stack was 
in Charlotte early Saturday morning, August 
10, the morning after the killing. The parties 
who saw him here say he said he had been to 
Mount Holly. The lynching is greatly de- 
ored and the lynchers will probably be 
rought to justice.

RUNNING THE NEGROES OFF. 


Regulators Wait Upon a Missouri Farmer 
and Warn Him 

Carno, I11., September 13.—There are symp- 
toms of a race war in. Missouri, at Dexter, 
forty-two miles from here. People in that 
section have for years excluded all negroes 
from among them. A short time ago a man 
named Williams settled on a farm near there, 
and engaged « dozen negroes to work for him. 
Fifty armed white men waited upon him this 
week, and told him he must get rid of the 
negroes. He said they might kill him first. 
The armed men returned to town, where they 
circulated a paper pledging the signers to 
siand by the regulators. About five hundred 
men signed the paper. About fifty men side 
with Williams, among them a hardware mer- 
chant, who has imported Winchesters and 
ammunition sufficient to arm his side. Fur- 
ther trouble is expected.

MURDERED A MILLIONAIRE. 


An Olid German Slays a Manufaeturer for 
Defeating Him in a Suit. 

New York, September 13.—-F. W. Gess- 
wein, the millionaire tool manufacturer of Brook- 
lyn, sat in his office, 29 John street, at eleven 
o'clock this morning, talking to his su} erintendant, 
Cc. F. Koester, when the office door opened and 
Christian Dehyle, an cld man with whom 
Gesswein had some trouble recentiy, evera patent 
suit, entered. Deyhle requested a private inter- 
viow with Gesswein. Mr. Koester stepped intoan 
adjoining office. As soon as Koester left the office, 
Deyhile demanded $500 from Gesswein. Mr. Geés- 


-w@in politely refused to give him any mouey. 


Devhle replied: 

“I aman oid man. You have beat me in my 
patent case. I must have money to enter the ‘Old 
Men’s home’ in Philadelphia. If you do not give it 
tome I will kill you,” and before Gesswein cou!d 
rise from his chair, Deyhle drew a 32-caliber re- 
yolver from his pocket and fircd one shot, which 
passed through Gesswein's heart. He staggered to 
his teet and screamed for help; then he 
fell to the floor and died before an ambn- 
lance could be summoned. When Koester 
heard the shot fired, he rushed tothe door in time 
tointereept Deyhie, who attempted to rundown 
the stuirs, and handed him orer to Officer White of 
the first precinct.

THE EXODUS FROM THE WATERING 
PLACES. 


THE DAMAGE TO THE RAILROADS 


Great Accumulation of Mail Matter—Scores, 
of Vessels Ashore—Trains Through ¥ 


to Atlautic City. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 13.—Trains over 
the Camden and Atlantic road to and from 


Atlantic City are running on schedule time = 


today, and with the exception of an hour’s 


delay in crossing the meadows are running on | 


time. The exodus from the seashoreis greats: 
The train which left Atlantic City at 6:55 this 
morning, consisted of seven cars, all heavily 
loaded. One which left at 7:30 brought the 
same number of cars, and following two early 
trains was ove of two sections, which left At- 
lantic City at 8:30. It consisted of sixteen 
cars, all heavily loaded with 
The run across the meadows was easy, aS COM+ 
pared to that made by the first train yesterdays 
The water has almost entirely subsided, and 


the roadbed is clean. 
THE DAMAGE DONE. 

Until this morning no definite idea of the 
damage to West Jersey road could be gained, 
but as the mist clears away and the spray dis- 
appears it is seen that the road bed is in a ter; 
rible shape. Possibly the Reading road, tak- 
ing the entire stretch into consideration, is thé 
most completely wrecked, but as far as the 
work of repairs is concerned, the West Jersey 
will need as much attention. — 

Mails from along New Jersey and Delaware 
coasts, which had been accumulating since 
Monday last, owing to trains being delayed, 
commenced arriving at the postofiice yester- 
day afternoon, and were very large. 

This morning another large batch came up 
from Atlantic City, Absecon, Ocean City, Sea 
Girt, Pleasantville and Sea Isle City, the latter 
being the first to arrive from that point since 
thefstorm set in. 

VESSELS ASHORE. 

The German ship Geestermunde, Captain 
Lenthe, is aground on Absecon beach. She 
left Stettin July 4th for Philadelphia, loaded 
With cement and empty coal oil barrels. She 
struck the beach about 8 o’clock last evening. 
The captain, who was on the bridge at the 
time, labored under the belief that he was off 
Henlopin. Signals for a pilot were fired, but 
they were too late. Captain Gaskill, of Abse- 
cou life-saving station, quickly responded with 
hiscrew of six men. They manned a lifeboat 
and left the station about 8:10. It was a hard 
pull, and they were thrice driven back by the 
force of the waves. ‘The stranded vesssel was 
only a quarter of a mile off, but it was after 9 
o’clock when they reached her. The crew will 
be es ae to abandon the vessel and she will 
probably be a total loss. 

ON THE VIRGINIA COAST. 

BALTIm™oRE, Md., September 13.—A News 
Onanacock, Virginia, special says: The 
storm which swept over the bay 
yesterday played havoc on the west- 
ern shore. Bridges were swept away, 
telegraphic wires were blown down, low lands 
were inundated and crops were ruined. The- 
wind blew a hurricane and the tide rose to an 
enormous height, completely submerging the 
wharves at Onanacock. 

Reports from Minnetonka life-saving station 
are to the effect that the beach has been badly 
washed, and that the station is in imminent 
danger of being carried into the ovean by 
heavy breakers. Lumberis now being hauled 
to save the building. Lanterns were dash®d 
from the hands of the patrolmen, as they pat- 
rolled the beach, by the angry waves. The 
steamer Maggie, of the eastern shore steain-- 
boats, was blown ashore Tuesday in Chescon- 
nersex creek, and has not yet been gotten off. 
It is reported that her wheel has been broken. 

A Lewes dispatch reports that Waterloo, a 
summer resort on Delaware bay, is entirely 
submerged, and out of twenty cottages iu the 
place only one remains. 

THE ATLANTA SAFE. 

Newport, Rh. I., September 13.—The United 
States cruiser Atlanta, Captain Howell, ar- 
rived at 10 o’clock this morning. The boat 
came ashore an hour later, and it was learned 
that the Atlanta left New York last Monday 
morning, going outside, around Sandv Hook 
and had not been back there since, so the re- 
port that she passed around Sandy Hook 
yesterday wasa mistake. Since Monday she 
has been standing off shore, lying off and on 
in order to weather the gale.

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THE FRUIT MEN 


DECIDE UPON THE AUCTION PLAN 
OF DISPOSING OF GUCDS. 


THE RAILROADS ARE ARRAICNEL 


For Overfreighting—Three States Brought 
Into the Aasociation-—Other Proceed- 
ings of the Convention. 


ALBANY, Ga., September 13.—[Special.]— 
The second day’s session of the South Georgia 
Fruit and Melon Growers’ association conven- 
ed at the courthouse here at 9 o’clock this 
morning. 

After the meeting was called to order, Cap- 
tian John G. McCall, of Quitman, submitted 
the foilowing resolutions, which were adopted : 

Resolved, first, That the demand made by the 
railroad companies, that the shippers of fruits and 
melons shell sign the bill of lading for their cargoes 
for no special consideration, waving all rights for 
loss and damage arising from detention for any 
cause, and all loss and damage from any and all 
Gauses, except gross negligence, is unjust te the 
shippers. 

Second, That under the laws of Georgia ali con- 
necting lines of carriers co-operating in the 
transportation of ircight, are the agents of each 
other, and the iniilal company should be respon- 
sible tothe shipper for all loss and damage to 
freight sustained, and thatit is grossly unfair to 
the average shipper to demand that he shall sign 
the receipt for his .reight waiving this legal right 
without a special consideration. 

Third, That all special contracts for these waivers 
shall be written on separate papers from the usual! 
bilis of lading, and the consideration for such 
waivers shall be carefully stated therein. 

After a short discussion Mr. J. Rh. Forester 
tendered the following: 

Resolved, lst. That the thanks ofthis association 
are due, and are hereby tendered to J. P. Brooks for 
the deepinterest he has manifested in our behalf, 
in visiting the northern cities at his own expense 
and loss of time, andthereby collecting valuable 
information touching the means ot marketing fruits 
and melons. 

2. That we are greatly enccuraged in the plan of 
marketing fruits and melons by the employment of 
reliable auction houses in the principal markets for 
our crop. 

5. That a committee of three be appointed by the 
presideut who shall continue the investigations sug- 
geste l by Mr. Brooks, and purfect arrangements on 
the line indicated by him, 

4. That said committee shall open correspondence 
with the Missouri Fruit and Melon Growers’ assos 
ciation for the purpose of learning their plans and 
methods, and iay before this body a written state- 
ment thereof, for our consideration at the next 
meeting. Adopted. 

Mr, Mitchell Jones, of Valdosta, thereupon read 
the following: 

Whereas, There was a reducing of about 20 per 
cent on the freight rates on the shipments of mel- 
ons by the railroads south of the Ohio river, agreed 
upon by the Southern Railway and Steamship asso- 
ciation for shipments of the last season, and 

Wh-~reas, Said reduction was made in good faith, 
as we believe, yet irom the 10th day of July last tbe 
melon growers of scuth and southwest Georgia have 
been imposed upon to sueh an extent by tie unjust 
charges for over ireights that relief from this impo- 
sition is jndispensibie, or this infant incustry must 
perishatthe threshold; and 

Wrelcas, The asscviation having the right to sus 
p2rvise rates have heard our complaints and have 
encouraged us to make such grievunces kuown that 
they might ber-medied. Therefore 

Resolved. Virst, thata commitiec consisting of the 
following gentlemen: G. R. McRee, J. R. Forrester, 
J. L. Hand be appointed by this body, whose duty 
it will be to wait upon the Southern Railway and 
Ocean Stesmship association at asearly a day as 
possible, and present their grievances to that body 
und ask relief. 

Second, ihat said committee be instructed to 
confer with the associations north of the Ohio river, 
and such northern railronds-as May uot be con- 
nected with and bound by the action of these asso- 
ciations, with the view of securing reductions tn 
freight. Adopted. 

It being thereupon stated that all the secre- 
tary’s papers. containing the roll of member- 
ship, names of standivg commiitees, as well as 
the constitution and by-laws of the association 
had been lost, Captain McCall submitted the 
following, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That this body shall perfect its organi< 
zation first, by the adoption of a proper system of 
rules and by-laws. 

Second, That this organization may be composed 
of de'egates elected from the various counties inter= 
ested and engaged in the production and market- 
ing of fruits and melonsin Florida, Alabama and 
South Carolina, as well as in our own state. 

Third, That the basis of representation shall be 


one delegate for every one hundred acres, or frac- . 


tion thereof, of land employed in these industries 
the year previous. 

Fourth, That we recommend the permanent fora 
eenen of county societies to be auxiliary tv this 
body, 

Mr. J. P. Brooks, of Quitman, thereupon 
submitted the following, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the president of this association 
be, and he is — requested, thiriy days before, 
to write the general freight agents or some duly an- 
thorized agent of the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern, the Central of Georgia, the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railways, and such other carriers as 
may be interested, to attend our spring meeting, 
and commuuicate with this association on some 
Cey of that recting touching the subject of trans- 
portation of frnits and melons, 

Mr. J.R. Forrester, of Albany, then pre- 
sented the following: 

Resolved, That the efforts upon the part of the 
managements of the different railroads transporting 
our melons, to furnish us with a suflicient number 
of ventilated cars in which to shipthem, are very 
greatly appreciated, and that the thanks of the 
growers are due and hereby tendered them for their 
efforts in our behalf 

2. Feeling satisiied that the railroads desire to en- 
courage this indu:try, we earnestly request that 
they unite with usin trying tosettie upon some 
plan of shipping meclonstkat will be fair and equi- 
table to both railroeds and shippers, that will ena- 
ble the railroads to insert rates and weights in 
bills of lading at the initial point of shipment; that 
they will guaran'ee to protect, thereby dispensing 
with weighing of cars enroute, thus avoiding delays 
and detentions in reaching their destination and 
thereby enabling us to piace our melons at the 
market in a fresh condition which will greatiy en- 
hance their value tous, 

Third, that the course operated by the railroa.'s 
the past season in weighing carsand )aising weights 
render it impossible fora shipperto know what it 
will cost to get them to market, and if it is persisted 
in it will result in preventing buyers from 
coming here to buy our melons, inasmuch as they 
cannot figure the costofthem when they arrive at 
their destination. We have succcedéd to a cunsid- 
erable extent, in wetting buyers to come here and 
buy our melons, and belleve tha: it is only a ques- 
tion of tim2 when wecan sell ail that we can raice 
on track i: the railroads will co-operate with us in 
this matter and ifthey do not, then all our efforts 
for severe] years will prove worthless and the door 
wiil be closed through which we had hoped to 
market them successfully, 

4, That our transportation committee be requested 
to present this view of the situation to the manage- 
meut of the different railroads which we think cin- 
not but result in good judging from the patient 
hearing given our eOmmittee in the past and appa- 
rent desire on their part to aid us in developing 
this industry. 

Adopted. 

Moved by Mr. Brooks that the president be 
heard from. 

President McCree thereupon spoke as fol- 
lows: 

I have no suegestion to offerexcept that each 
delegate, upon his returu home, procecds at once to 
perfect h's county organization by clecting the 
proper officers and reportat the next meeting of 
this association.

Mr. Berner, vf Mouroe, introduced a substitute 
for the Felton bill which provides a novel system 
for a university system. 

MR. BERNER’S SUBSTITUTE 

provides that from and after the Ist of Jannary, 1491, 
three hundred and fifty thousand dollars of the 
rental of the Western and Atlantic railroad shall be 
annually appropriated to the University of Georgia 
to be knowu as the university tund. It provides 
for the expenditure of —~— thousand dollars to the 
ubiversity proper, —— thousand dollars to the ex- 
perimental station and farm, and the balance to be 
paid out as follows: The board of trustees sball 
select one school in each sub school 
district in the state tobe known asthe university 
academy and a part of the university, and said fund 
Shall be distributed among said academies, accord- 
ing to the number of pupils in attendance, a:d 
without respect to age, or the course of study. 

The state school commissioner is made ex-officio 
clerk of the board, for the purpose of selecting the 
academies and distributing the fund. He shall select 
said academy through the boards of eljucation gt 
the respective counties, citics and towns, and t 
fund shall be distribuied through these boards with- 
out any additional expense. 

The counly school comm 'ssioners and the super- 
inteudent of the public schools iu citiesand towns 
shall make report of the number of pupils attends 
ing the academies in their respective jurisdictions. 
The fund shall remain in the treasury of the. state 
until drawn out fur the above purposes. 

Mr. Foute, of Bartow, moved thatthe committee 
= 7! report progress and ask leave to set again. Car- 
ried. 

Further consideration of the bill was postponed 
until Monday. 

After the reading of the joarnal, on motion 
of Dr. Felton, of Bariow, the special order, the bill 
to appropriate money to the state universily, the 
Georgia experimental farm and the common school 
fund, was taken up. 

The house went intoacommittee of the whole, 
with Mr. Berner, of Monroe, in the chair, 

MR. CANDLER, OF DEKALB, 
was the first speaker, and his remarks were such as 
to add to that gentleman's already established rep- 
utation asope of the most caretul thinkers and 
ablest speakers in the house. 

Mr. Candler said: The bill before the committee 
in all of its details does not receive my bearty sup- 
port. Before voting for it I desire to see certain 
amendments adopted, 

But the object of the bill, towit: larger appropri- 
ations =f Georgia to education, elementary and 
higher, has my earnest, hearty support. Our con- 
stitution lays upon the legislature the duty of pro- 
Vidiug a thorough system of common schools. My 
oath, my duty and my inclinations all compel me 
to favor that portion of the bill which looks to an 
increase of the common school fund. 

Georgia first formulated her educational policy in 
1784. Krom that year to this she has never deviated 
therefrom or changed it. That policy was elemen- 
tary and high-r education—hand in hand—side by 
side, Our last constitution, that of 1577, is no inno- 
vation on this policy—that constitution, which we 
have sworn to support, upon this educational ques- 
tion, leaves open but one question—towit, 
the maximum appropriations that the 
legislature may make to higher’ education. 
In express terms, it provides a minimum, which is 
the interest on the debt due the university—the 
maximum amountin our power to ger gre is 
governed solely and alone by the condition of the 
treasury. Iftoday we hada iillion dollarsin the 
treasury, we could constitutionally vote every 
nickel of it to higher education. The constitutioa 
not only commits you, Mr. Chairman, to higher ed- 
ucation, but algo to university education, and not 
only to university education, but to university edn- 
6 ation ata specially named institution—the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

And not alone doesit bicd you to support and 
encourage higher university education in the uni- 
versity of Georgia, but, however inuch we may de- 
sire otherwise, it prohibits your aid to any other in- 
stitution for the higher education of whitcs, I 
would today, ifin my power, I say it sincerely, I 
would today, if possible, divide this proposed appro- 
priation equally between the University, Emory 
and Mercer. I wanttosee them prosper—it is to 
Georgia's interest that they should. But I cannot 
help them, and with that dog in 
the manger spirit shown on this floor 
by the over zealous friends of our denominational 
colleges, that would prevent appropriations to the 
university, because their colleges cannot be aided— 
the petty jealousies exbibited and the envious riv- 
alry shown—that spirit that would absolutely wipe 
out all state aid to higher education, shall go un- 
noticed by me inthis diseussion. 

The friends of the university stand upon a higher 
lane; with good will to all and enmity to none, 
1owever irritating the slurs we have heard, we 

shall follow in that broad “og of policy blazed out 
by our forefathers, with the constitution as our 
guiding star, and the whole interests of good goy- 
eruinentin our hearts—aud pitch this discussion 
upon a higher planc. 

We refuse to violate the constitution or to depart 
from the policy of our fathers {n an effort to sepa- 
rate higher and elementary education. The two 
causes are notrivals—they are not antagonistic. 
We shall work for both, in season and out of season. 
There is but one to separate them; the legislator 
cannot do this—that is for Georgia to deliberately 
turn her back npon the policy of a hundred years 
and wipe out the constitution of 1877. 

The president of a denominational college, 
blinded to the interosts of the whole 
State, by the- needs of his own 
institution, mistakingly conceiving that his college 
can only be snecessful when built upon tbe ruins of 
the S:ate university, is yet astute enough to see and 
honest enough to admit the fact. 

He says substantially, ina pamphict I hold in my 
hand-,thatour fathers for a hundred years have 
been groping in ignorance-- that the educational po!- 
icy of the siate has not becn intelligentlyfdirected— 
that a new departure musi Db: taken—that we must 
recast former policies anu work “even to the 
amendment of the constitution’’—that Georgia has 
abrogated a half dozen constitutions, and that 
“that of 1877 is no more sacred than the rest.’’ 

This is his battle-ery and slogan—destroy, uproot, 
disestablish the University of Georgia, even if in 
doing so it be necessary to destroy the constitution 
of ycur state, 

For one hundred years Hall, Baldwin, Crawford, 
Inmpkin, the Cobbs, Pierce, Toombs, the. Ste- 
yhenses, Hill, ‘Brown, Gordon and McDarniel, 
lave conducted the affairs of this commonwecl h 
inignorance. Toombsand Jenkins and Lawton 
and Hammond and Lawsonand Harrell know noth- 
ing of framing coustitutions—but now this Moses 
comes iorth even from an humble family, to lead 
Georgia Out of the wilderness—to abrogate cousti- 
tutions and with ruthless hand would utterly undo 
the work oi a hundred years by his fathers. 

Verily “the children of this world are In thier 
generation wiser than the children of light.’’ 

DUTY OF DEMOCRACY. 


Mr. Chairman, the proposition then being that 


our policy of state aid to higher education is wrong, 
let us look at this question. 

Ours, thank God, isa democratic government. Itis 
govervment by the people. Self-preservation is the 
first law of governments, as well asof nature. It is 
the duty of democracy to evolve from itself the 
bighest talent. Ignorant government cau never be 
safe government—the ruiers—and there are and 
will always be ralers in democracy, must be ed- 
ucated. The gentleman from Whitfield says 
that all men are equil, and that it is alone the 
duty of democracy to see that all have a fnirn. equal 
start—that all be equally furnished with ‘udictent 
education to comprehend the ordinary business 

ursuits of life—and there the state must stop and 
et eavh work ont a more perfect end for himself. 

In preparing its youth for the ordinary duties of 
citizenship and for the business of earning a liveli- 
hood, [admit the proposition, It is the full meas- 
ure of the duty of Gemocracy to the individual. 
But democracy Owes a duty to its citizens as such, 
aud that is to furnish intelligent leaders as coun- 
cillors and governors. 

It owes a duty to itself. 

“To form s.atesmen, Legislators and judges, on 
whom the public prosperity and individual happi- 
ness are so much to defend, says Jefferson; to ex- 
pound the principles of government, the laws which 
govern the inter-ourse 0: nations and individuals to 
promote aa s und spirit of iegisiation, which ban- 
ishing all arbitray and unnecessary restraint on in- 
dividual action, shull leave us free to do whatever 
does not violate the equal rights of another, to har- 
monize and promote the interests of agriculture, 
manufactures and commerce and by well informed 
views of political economy to give free scope to pub- 
lic industry; to developthe reasoning faculties of 
our youth, enlarge the minds, cultivate their mora!s 
6nd instil into them the precepts of virtue 
and order; to’ enlighten them with matb- 
ematical and physical sciences, which advance 
the arts, and administer iothe health, the subsist- 
ence and the comforts of human life, and finally to 
form them to habits of reflection and correct action, 
rendering them examples of virtue to others and of 
ae iness within themselves; these are the objects 
of higher education, the benefits and blessings of 
which it is the duty of the state to provide tor the 
good of the county and the happiness of the citi- 
zen. Such edacation, it is useless to argue, cannot 


| be left in this state, to individual effort to supply— 


even if the duty was not on the state. If we areas 


}

or as the genticmau from Webster says we arc, it 
s immeasurably beyond individual effort, Twenty- 
five thousand doilars will not endowa university. 

Massacbusetts and Conneticutt may be able to put 
this duly on their rich citizens, but Georgia is less 
fortungte. - 

George Washington advocated the establishment 


“of a natioual institution” for the education of | 


our youth in the scieuce of government, 

If Georgia does not supply such an institution, 
the work remains undone, 

The result is that our future governers and legis- 
lators, like the gentleman from Meriwether (Mr. 
Hill) must go to Massachusetts to obtain their com - 
plete education. Js this a desirable pelicy, 

Here is what our forefathers in Georgia thought of 
higher cducation obtained in another state. 

‘As it is the distinguishing happiness of free gov - 


ernmentsthat civil order should be the result of 
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g and the common wishes 
of the people .beco be law of the land, their 
blic Pye ening 5 and even existence, very much 
epends upon suitably forming the minds and 

, their citizens) When the minds of the 
people in general are viciously dis and uprin- 
cipled, and their conduct disorderly, a free govern- 
ment will be attended with greater confusions and 
evilsmore horrible than the wild, uncultivated 
state of nature. 

‘It can only be happy where the public principles 
and opinions are provetty directed, and their man- 
hers regulated. This is an influence beyond the 
stretch of laws and punishments, and can 
claimed only by religion and education. 

“It should then be among the first objectsof those 
who wish weil to the national prosperity to encour- 
age and support the principies of religion and mor- 
ality and early to place the youth under the form- 
ing hand of mga f that by instruction they may 
be moulded to the love of virtue and good order. 

“Sending them abroad to otber countries for their 
education will not answer these purposes, is too hu« 
miliating an acknowledgement ofthe ignorance or 
infirmity of our own, and will always be the cause 
of so great a attachments that upon princi- 
ples of policy it is inadmissible. This country, in 
the times of our common danger and distress, 
found such security in the principles and 
abilities which wise regulations had before 
established in the minds of our  country- 
men, that our present happiness, joined 
to the pleasing prospects, should conspire to make 
us feel ourselves under the strongest Obligation to 
form the youth, the rising poe ofour land, to ren- 
— glorious and essential services to our coun- 
ry. 
This is the preamble to the act of 1784 bringing 
into existence the university of Georgia. Their 
words were truc then, they aretrue today. * 

But, say the gentlemen and the presidents, the 
denominational colleges supply the demand. 

You don’t needa state university, because you 
have two good denominational colleges. 

Admitthe fact of the existence of two such 
schoo!s, 

I deny that they are universities—I deny that 
they ever will be with their insufficient endow- 
ments, 

Neither they or the university can compare with 
northern institutions—in equipment, in facilities, 
in sctual work—and just as the gentleman from 
Meriwether found that to be true ten years ago, it is 
true today. 

Georgla’s colleges ior inales, of all denominations, 
are not Going their work thorougbly—they are not 
furnishing that high quality ofeducation demanded, 
aud they are not consequently drawing patronage. 

Sir, wieaet I recall to mind the fact that for the 
first three-quarters ofa century of the existence of 
this nation, the south, though weak in population, 
though poor compared with the north, yet by the 
force of intellect and trained minds, guided the des 
tinies of this nation, I find the expiauvation in this 
one historical fact—that one in every 525 of her 
white population was in college. 

Georgia in those days, with her Crawfords, and 
Cobb3, and Stephens, and Toombs, had no small 
share in that guidance, In 1457 one in every 389 of 
Georgia's white population was in college. 

Mr. Chairman: From that proud and comman(- 
ing position to what have we fallen? Lask you as 
an observant man to tell me what measure of infiu- 
ence Georgia today, as compared with Ohio or Mas- 
sachusetis, exerts overthe affairs of this nation. 
Name onr ttatesmen, and see ifthe fingers of one 
hand do not number the living men of Georgia who 
are known beyond Mason and Dixon’s line. 

Again, I cite youtothe tact that of our white 
population only onein 1,550 is attending college. 
And in the whole south the average is nearer one 
in 1,800, 

How stood the comparison between north and 
south in 1857 

To the south’s one in 5°25 of white population at- 
tending college, the north showed one in 8d0. 

We ruled the nation then. 

In 18s7jfor the south’sione in 1,800 of white popula 
tion, the uorth showed one in about 1.30), 

The north rules the nation today. 

In 1886 Georgia, Aiabama, Tennessee. Virginia 
and Nerth Carolina had in operation thirty-five 
colleges with about three hundred instructors and 
about 3,400 students, 

In 1886, California, IJinois, Ohio, Massachusetts 
and Vennsylvania had 49 colleges, with 1,126 in- 
structors and about 11,000 students, 

Is there any question, that if it be true that intel- 
ligence governs the world over, that the north is 
going to continue to rule this nation? 

But, Mr. Chuirman, there are those who Say let 
the north rule the nation; as long as local self-goy- 
ernment is nota myth, we will govern our own 
section, This, they say, isa white man's govern- 
ment and the white man will rule, 

Mr, Chairman, I look at this question—the future 
of this southland—the future of my state, with 
gloomy forebodings. 

We have in our midst two races, 
as wide apart as light and darkness, 

From Adam to this day, no two races have ever 
occupied the same territory on a perfect equality. 

This issoin Georgia today. Theoretically it is 
not true—asa fact, it is a brazen falsehood—to 
assert the equality of these two races, 
One or the other of these races 
must aud will dominate. I believe, as 
firml; asIdo in my existence, that intelligence 
will largely decide the issue. 

Ido notadmit today that the negroin natural 
ability to acquire, is the equal of the white man, 

What a century or two, or even less, of association 
and free ‘om will do I cannot predict. 

But one thing is sure, is indisputable, and that is 
that within the past twenty-five years the negro has 
learned with more rapidity than was ever he ore 
exhibited by any race in the same length of time 
in the history of the world. 

Relatively aud comparatively has gained on 
his white neighbor, and whatis more he has ex- 
hibited capacity, and suggested toeven the bitter- 
est hater of hisrace, the possibility of his having 
also been created in the image of God. The negro 
is being educated, Heis being educated by us in 
the elementary branches, Since 1865 the southern 
states have given to the education of the negro $35,- 
000,000, The north doesnot agree with some of us 
that everything must goto elementary education, 
for while we were giving the above 
sum to their elementary education, the north has 
given over $15,000,000, mostly to his higher ecduca- 
tion. There are in the south today for the higher 
education of the negro, 150 colleges and high 
schools, against 75 colleges tor whites—just douhbie 
—and I have no doubt but that their endowmentis 
double the endowment of white colleges. 

One negro college in this city received in 1836 
from one person one gift of $210,CO) as a part of ils 
permanent endownent, more than Georgia has 
given to her State university in 106 years. 

The negroes of the south today, as compared with 
the whites, have the largest number of colleges, the 
best equippel. the lar,est endowments, and the 
lurgest attendance. 

Tnese are the facts that cast a cloud over the vis- 
ion I take of the future of my native section. 

I cannot, with the stoicism of the gentleman from 
Whitfield, fold my arms, look upon the gathering 
clouds, aud say thatif things must beso, let thei 
be so. 

My duty as a legisla’or, my duty as a sontherner, 
my duty asa Georgian, my duty asa white man, 
all urge me—yea, thunder into my ears— 
tobe upand doing, notto sit supinely and allow 
this state of affairs to exist. 

Sirs, wouid you see ‘‘biack heels upon white 
necks?’ God to: bid! 

When, atthe close of a day's labor here, I go 
home, a go!den- haired boy of three years meets me 
with a kiss and climbs upon my knee, 

Shail my boy, in a quarter of a ceniury, meet this 
issue ill prepared for the battle. 

Toallow him to grow up with fewer advantages 
than the boy of my cook were enough to damn any 
father. Siall I, for the sake ot a tew dollars, 
in mv pocket refuse to help my neighbor prepare 
his boy for the conflict, when his and mine must 
stand shoulder to shoulder. J cannot,I will not, 
and all the buncome from the frothy lips ofall the 
demagogues invoking the wrath of the alleged tax 
burdened people of this state upon my head, cannot 
swerve me one jot from the path that duty and 
honor and wanhood point out so plainly.

He divides the appropriations to common schools 
by the total school population of thestate for 100 
years, and thus gets his #8 per capita.

‘higher education” what does he do? 

He addsup the interest of the debt to the univer- 
sity andevery other doilarshe has received, aud 
then he takes the appropriations to all the branch 
colleges, Dahlonega, Milledgeville, Thomasville 
and Cuthbert, $128,000, which he says has been given 
to the Atlanta university for negroes, but which 
amount is wrong, as the $24,000 for the past three 
years was not drawn and isin the treasury today; 
and adds all together and calls the whole “‘tota! for 
higher education, first and last.’”’

I say boldly, conficently that this $1,835.per an- 
num invested by the state in the University of 
Georgia, the returns as just given show to be the 
best Investment ever made by thestate. Georgia in 
Bishop Pierce alone receiyed her moneys worth, 
and in furnishing him tothe Methodists of Georgia, 
equipped as he was, repaid every dollar taken from 
their pockets by taxation for higher education a 
hundred fold. 

In Dr. Palmer she repaid the Presbyterians—in 
Dr. Nunnally and others she is repaying the Bap- 
tists today. 

In the Stephens, Hill, the Cobbs and fifty such 
senators, governors and statesmen, she has well re- 
paid every citizen of the commonwealth. 

Mr. Chairman, it is upon this line that the friends 
of the university ask your assistance. The univer- 
sity is yours, you created her, Will you starve her? 

Will you see your youth going to Virginia and 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, carrying money 
there siinply because there is no institution of learn- 
ing in Georgia equal to the demands of the hour, 
and never make one eflort to stop it? 

Will you see your section of this union falling be- 
hind in the race for supremacy and losing all voice 
in directing in the affairs of this nation and yet 
stand idle? 

Will you see your native state lose the noble title 
of the ‘‘Empire State’ and suffer her to be branded 
‘Illiterate’ and not offer to come to her aid? 

Will you see the white people, our people, falling 
backward? Will youshut your eyes to the fact 
that breakers are ahead, and that the negro is_ bat- 
ter provided with facilitics for higher education 
than is yourrace, and yet not open your purse? 
Will you, with blind obstinacy, sit still with the 
belief that the negro is incapable of using these ad- 
vantages bestowed upon him br northern fanati- 
cism, when the facisshow heis using them might- 
ily to his advancement. 

They say that ‘“thigher education’ is only the 
taxation of the many forthe few—and yet geutle- 
meu who choke at the suggestion tax the many 
$180.000 per annum for tle few insane. They sup- 
port a few blind aud a few deaf by the taxation of 
the mary. 

@ This argument wouldjsiut up your lunatic asy!um, 
your blind asylum, aud every charitable institution 
in the state. 

They say a boy with college aspirations recds no 
heip—that he will get his education, That is true, 
bui I say one duty is to bring the institution as near 
to him as possible. The poor, but ambitious boy, 
can’t even pay his way to Massachusetts, as did my 
friend from Meriwether. I say if the poor. but am- 
bitious boy will feed upon a crust and go clothed in 
woolens, all for the sake of obtaining education, it 
is the duty of the state to put within easy reach of 
such boy an institution equipped to satisfy his 
cravings and thirst for knowledge—to take his 
talent and develop it for the final good of the state, 
and to the benefit of every citizen who desires edu- 
cated governors and counsellors. 

Again, they say only the rich go toAthens. I 
deay it unqualifiedly and on persona! Information, 
In the class of 1877, thirty-two of us receiyed diplo- 
mas. Tomy kuowledge not exceeding seven of 
those boys had two dollars per month of pin money. 
I know that over halfof them bad one dollarto 
spend atthe endof the month, after paying for 
board and washing and fuel, 

It is a fact that ninety out ofevery one hundred 
boys in college during the three years I was there 
were the sons of poor parents. 

Mr. Chairman, I could answer every objection 
urged against this university education had I the 
time and yeu the patience, but I leave them to be 
betier answered by those who follow me,

MR. SMITH, OF GWINNETT. Ye a 

Mr. Smith, of Gwhinett, was tbe next speaker. 
He did not believe the negro was becoming the 
equal of the white man, nor neverfwould be, He ar- 
gued that when you try-to evade the negro problem 
by building from the top, by educating the few and 
letting the masses remain in ignorance, you are 
bringing about social equality of the races. Yon 
were then keeping the masses as day laborers on 
an equality wilh the negroes. He was for buliding 
up the common schools first. 

MR. FLEMING’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, said he had hoped that 
there would be no need for discussion on this bill, 
but that when once explained by the gentleman 
from Bartow, who had labored long in the cause, 
aud whose heart never throbs but in love to Geor. 
gia, it would be reported Lack almost unanimously 
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' and become a statute of the state—a monument to 


the wisdom and patriotism of the legislature of 1588 
and. ’89, 

He was sure the friends of the bill desired to pro- 
mote the best interests of the people of Georgia, 
and if its opponents were animated by the same 
sentiments, then they oaiffered only as to the 
best means of acconipjishing the same high 
purpose. ‘The committee on appropriations had at 
first been almost as divergent In their views as the 
members of the house now were; but they calmly 
investigated the question and reported thé bill 
favorably by substitute. He did not desire to make 
invidious distinctions, but wanted to say it publicly 
to their praise, that two members of that commit- 
tee—Mr. Mathews, ot Houston, and Mr, Davis, of 
Burke, one a graduate of Emory, the other of 
Mercer—had the manliness to rise in the commit- 
teo and Bay that while they were 
at first oppose to voting a dollar to the-university, 
they had, afier more mature deliberation, changed 
their views and would vote fora reasonable sum. 
It was out of such stuff that good iegisiators are 
made—imen who are willing to listen to evidence 
and arguirent, men who are open to conviction, 
men who give the best interests of Georgia the first 
place in their hearts, 

He recognized that the opposition to tbe bill 
was centered against the moderate appropriation to 
the university. All the blows were aimed at the 
saine shining mark, 

The opposition arose from a false motion of the 
relation of the university to thestate. It wasthe 
chiid of the state, and could look nowhere eise for 
protection and support. It was embodied in one 
form or another in every constituition of Georgia 
from 1777 to 1877. And yet gentlemen urged on the 
floor that we were advocating some new idea in 
Georgia. It was as old asthe state, 

The constitutional objections to the bill were un- 

founded. Inthe meaning of the law there was but 
one subject matter. The legislature of 1880-1 bad 
passed a similar bill. 
* He was surprised thatthe -gentieman from Meri- 
wether (M1. Hill) should have had his thoughts and 
attention so entirely taken upin following the re~ 
markable pamphiet of the president of Emory as 
notto have read the plain provisions of the bill. 
That gentleman had said the bill would increase 
the present deficit in the treasury by the amount of 
the appropriation. Such was nottrue. The bill 
would not increase the deficit nor in any way effect 
it. Notadolliar was to be paid out until it came 
in from the lease. If there was no money there was 
no appropriation. 

But members said that they ought to put it off, 
that they ought to leave it forthe next legislature. 
He wanted to know where they became 80 scruyu- 
lous about exercising their constitutional powers— 
it was notin yoting double mileage. He thought 
now was the time.

ifa young man in Georgia wanted an education 
fully abreast of the times, even if he had the money 
and was a to pay for it, there was not the 
proper supply for the demand. It is true the uni- 
versity is the bestin the state, but it should be 
made better still. Our young men should not be 
sent off to other places to become converts to alien 
issues. He said he would not devote much time to 
Dr, Candler’s tract, Hon. Murphey Candler had 
accepted the challenge of the doctor, and when 
Candler meets Candler it is Greek meet Greek, He 
WAS entirely satistied with the result of the match, 
If Hon. Murphey Candlerhad not torn to shreads 
the figures of Dr. Candler, he was no judgeof such 
matters, 

But he did jwish to notice the slurthat Dr. Can- 
dier had made on the university in saying that once 
all the teachers there had to be professed Christians 
but that now a mussulman could fill thechair. He 
thought the slur uncalled for, and claimed that the 
state was right in removing this ostracism against 
the Israelites who torm a large t of our best 
citizens, Ifthe doctor could have heard the touch- 
ing eulogies paid a few weeks ago to 2a 
talented Jew, a former member of the house, Hon. 
lewis Arnheim, his bigotry would have been 
melted away. The difference between a state uni- 
versity and a denominational university is that in 
one you teach the evidences of Christianity; in the 
other the evidences of denominationalism. He did 
not object to denominational colieges. As a Geor- 
gian he was proud of Emory and Mercer, but he did 
object to their attempts to keep the state from 
properly sustaining its university. 

But the most flagrantly unjust attempt to defeat 
the bill was the effort to make the university figure 
as the antagonist and enemy of the public schools. 
There was no antagonism. He challenged the op- 

onents of the bill to name a university man in the 
egislature who was not a friend of the common 
schools. This legislature had already signal- 
ized itself by voting a direct tax of over 
$300,000 per annum to the common schools. 
This bill provided for $100,000 more, and 
only asked forasma!lsum to make the university 
keep up with the times. They were mutually de- 
pendents and should advance together. Again, one 
of the leading provisions of the bill was the estab- 
lishment ofa normal department for the proper 
training of teachers. What folly to tax the people 
over a quarter ofa million dollars per annum to 
Support schools when you have no provision to 
train teachers. The best thought of Georgia would 
yet demand that public money should not be 
wasted on such a short-sighted policy. 

But whether the bill should pass or not, it had 
done great service to the common schools by mak- 
ing some notable conyerts. The gentleman from 
Webster (Mr. Harrell) had long stoodin the house, 
the chief obsticle between the people and their 
yearning desire to get money for the common 
schools, but now his more intense opposition to this 
appropriation tothe university had driven him to 
the exiremity of appearing as the full 
panoplied champion of the common schools—thank 
God for that. Mr. Fleming then took a comprehen- 
sive view of the condit'on of higher education in 
the several sections of the United States. He said 
when from every quarter the most magnificent 
schemes were being projected for the preservation 
and development of their distinctive civiliza~ 
tion, the south, whose past was so rich 
iu honor, whose present was so. full 
of opportunity, and whose future was so bright 
with promise should not refuse to make adequate 
provision for the preservation and evolution of her 
civilization. He urged that the legislature should 
now lay another stone in the broad foundation of a 
nobie seat of learning that in coming years would 
be the Mecca of southern youth and fitly symbclize 
the perfect fowering of our southern civilization 

Mr. McDonald, of Ware, oftered to amend by 
striking ont $35,000 for the university and inserting 
$20,000. He favored the amendment. He would be 
willing,if the state was able,.to appropriate $39,000 to 
the university. He has never had a collegate edu- 
cation, but he knew the necessity of one. 

Mr. Foute proposed to amend by inserting $15,000 
instead of $50,000, which Mr. M Donald accepted. 

Mr. Lawson, of Putnam, proposed to amend by 
strikIng $35,000 and inserting $10,000, Then the 
committee rose and the consideration of the bill 
hes been postponed until Monday.

Georgia, about ten milesnortheast ot Jasper, lives 
Mr. Lit Haynes. Nineteen years ago he bought 3380 
acres of !and on this mountain for a trifle. He 
cleared and put in cultivation one hundred acres. 
It was rough, rocky and a very uninviting spot, 
and one woulda have thought Mr. Haynes was fixing 
to starve todeath. but such has not been the case. 
He is a men of industry and economy, and has 
made that mountain top blossom as_ the 
rose with the fruits of his labor. In 
fact he has made money. Tiis year he has seventy 
acres in corn, which he has cultivated with two 
mules that be has owned and worked on the place 
forseventeen years. He makes from 1,500 to 2,000 
bushels of corn every year, and hason hand now 
400 bushels of old corn of last year's crop, Not a 
stalk of cotton grows on the p’ace. He sells all the 
corn he can, the baiance he feeds to his hogs, and 
sells the mcat. Some years he kills as many as 
eighty hogs. By this mode of conducting his 
farm, he has cleared about five thousand 
doliars. sclieving he could do better 
on better land, and not waste 60 much vital force 
on a mountain top, he has Lought some valuable 
lands in Cherokee county, and now offers his place 
ou the mountain for sale at three hundred dellars, 
or ifany man will make one crop on the place and 
let him have the crop he will deed him the land, 
When asked how he could cultivate seventy acres 
of that rough land with two mules, he said he did 
it by the same principle that the darky pulled the 
chicken off the roost—by main strength, and going 
at it soon and sticking to it.

Fort VAatiry, Ga., September 13.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Our entire populace was shocked yes- 
terday morning on hearing of the sudden dea’) 
of Henry Jones, colored, for twenty two years 
& barber at this place. There was not a negro 
in the south who conld boast of as many white 
friends of all classes as Henry Jones. Not 
withstanding his knowledge of this fact, he 
was very humble and polite to white people, 
from infants to the hoary-haired. Henry was 
ruised in Talbotton, and 

ENTERED THE CON®EDERATE ARMY 

as servant to. his young master, ex—kepresent- 
ative Little, of Talbot, with the 46th Georgia 
regiment, and many old surviving veterans of 
that regiment will fecl pained to hear of his 
demise. In 1866 he came to this place, and in 
1877 opened a barber shop, and continved at it 
until his death. 

In the dark days of reconstruction, in 1868 
Henry was a firm democrat, openly voting 
with the democracy at the peril of hislife. At 
an election held in Houstun county in that 
year, when the negroes voted nearly 4,000 
strong and the whites about 1,000, Henry 
Jones was the only negro to openly votea 
Cenocratic ticket in the county. On account 
of this action on his part about 1,000 negroes, 
men and women, became very much incensed 
against him, aad would have 

CREATED A SERIOUS RIOT 
but for the coolness, better judgment and firm- 
ness of some of the best men in the county. 

Un that memorable occasion Colonel W. J 
Anderson called Isaac Anderson, an influen- 
tial colored politician, into his office and told 
him that ifariot did begin that he (Isaac) 
would be the first man to fall, and that 
it would be to his interest to ad- 
vise the negroes to’ disperse at once. 
He didsoinatimely and well tempered speech, 
and by his influence and the firm, determined 
stand assumed by Henry’s white friends, a 
most bloody riot was arrested. Henry re- 
mained a staunch democrat until his death, 
being allowed to vote in every primary elec- 
tion since the war. Asa 

TOKEN OF THE ESTEEM 
in which he was.held by our white citizens 
they purchased a handsome casket for his re- 
mains, nearly every gentleman in the town 
contributing. and a large concourse of our best 
people followed him to his last resting place. 

His death is very much regretted through- 
ont the county, and his place will never be 
filled among us by one of his ¢ own color.

The Liverpool Cotton exchange, by a 
resolution more or less arbitrary, has been 
taking twenty-six pounds off the weight of 
every bale of cotton received in Liverpool. 
Part of this weight represented ties, which, 
of course, could not be spun; part repre- 
sented bagging, which could not be spun; 
eight or ten pounds was estimated as the 
average amount of soiled or stained cotton 
to each bale. This has been allowed for 
years. Jute bagging ranges from a pound 
and a halftotwo pounds per yard. Much 
of the cotton is bagged in pound and a half 
jute, but tare is charged on all of it as if it 
were bagged in two pound jute. Cotton 
bagging weighs only three-fourths of a 
pound tothe yard, and, therefore, in a bale 
bagged with cotton bagging, and weighing

*T found all the cotton exchanges, with one 
or two exceptions, willing and sdogae ne somé 
adjustment of the tare question, @ accom- 
plished even more than we expected 
and the new arrangement’ will go 
into operation October Ist. I think it ought 
to be done at once. Iam particularly anxioue 
that the cotton men of Atlanta should put ths 
new pian into effect at once because delay will 
give other cotton points a chance, and I feel 
confident that some of these places will make 
an immediate application gf the new system, 
and it will give them an immense advantage 
with the farmers. Tho now system provides 
only for the reduction of tare in 
America. We take the tare off here and pay 
the farmer for the netcotton. The Liverpool 
men can do as they please abont it. I think it 
would be the part of prudence for the producer 
to hold uptheir cctton until the rule goes 
legally inco effect, unless the buyers are will- 
ing to comply with the provisions in advance, 
This arrangements willsave the farmers of 
the south somewliere in the neighborhood of 
8ix millions of dollars on this season’s cotton.’’

NEW YORK, September i3.—[Special.] — Henry 
Clews &Co’s circular on the cotton market today says: 
During the early part of the week transactions in 
cotton have been somewhat resiriciced, owing to the 
uncertainty respecting the bureau report, which wes 
due on the luth instant. There had been nothing 
in the private advices, however, to indicate thatthe 
condition would show any material falling off in 
any section of the cotton belt. and there was a con- 
tinued disposition shown to se!] the late months 
moderatciy. When the report of the bureau was 
published on Tuesday, making the average 56.6. 
against 8.3 last month, there was a rush to cover 
shorts which ceused an average advanceof 10 
points in allthe months, The condition in Texas. 
which was reported 10 points lower thau last month, 
caused considerable comment, and as this was the 
first really bad report from that state the report asa 
whole was taken with many grains of allowance, 
There has been much steadiness in the late deliv- 
eries in Liverpool, and as the exporters find a mar- 
gin of profit in it they are selling abroad and buy- 
ing here, which prevents a decline in our market. 
There has been no material change in the position 
of these Jate months. The south is heavily short of 
them, and the bulk of the long interest is held by 
export houses. who have bought them as legitimate 
hedges, and they will not sell nntil their foreign 
contracts are filled, The southern markets. as was 
to be expected, have been easier during the week, 
though the lack ofstock has caused quotations here 
to be fully maintained, In Liverpool today spot 
cotton was steady with sales of 4.000 bales.

BILL PLEDGER'S CALL: 


HE WANTS 4 STATE CONV ENnTION OF 
NEGRO CitizENS 


— in a Long Card Sets Forih His Reasons 
Therefor—He Advises Agitation and 
Thinks the Negro Should Heip Himself. 


Bill Pledger takes a hand in the card busi- 


ness. 
Pledger goes Taylor one better and calls a 


convention of negro citizers. 

Efe issues his cali as chairman of the coi- 
ored national executive committee, which was 
created in 1883, and has not been heard of 
since. 

Pledger begins by thanking God that the 
megro holds the balance of power in 
Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, New York and 
Connecticut,and suggests that the colored peo- 
‘ple ‘too often draw upon God for what he has 
already given them, viz: Strength todo for 
themselves.’’ He suggests that they rely less 
on any particular party, but stand independent. 

After a review of the relations of the races, 


Pledger goes on to say: 

There are now a million of negroes in Georgia, 
and you area power for good or bad. Let that 
power be for good. While fools parade the streets be. 
cause they have lost government jobs and insult the 
chief of the nation by vile conduct, murder, re- 
groes, becanse Cleveland was defc eated for president, 
as has been the case in Elbert, Oxiethorpe, Fulton, 
Lowndes, Wilkes and otiier counties in this state, 
and whip innocent negroes, asin the suburbs of 
this great city of the empire state, with the police 

resent; observing closed carriages going from the 
“ for no other possible reasun than that of aiding 

abetting inthe work of the whip ping. and 
sites teachers fiom their places of work because 
they are teacing negro children, and burn the 
homes and churehes ofour people throughout the 
state, and drive them rom tbelr fa'ms 
after preparing crops for the barvyest, with» 
out giving them a dQollar; beat un- 
mercifully our ministers of the gospel, yet, fellow- 
citizens, if you do not, on the spurofthe moment, 
defencs your homes and families against the imme- 
tate trespass of these violators of law, wait on the 
sober judgment of the authorities that be; and tie 
sentiment you shall create by an intelligent discus- 
sion of thexe matters in convention assembled. The 
negro problem is upon the nation, and, tike Ban- 
uos’s ghost, willnuot down, though demagogu ues, 
for the sake of coutrolling the delegates toa guber- 
natorial convention from a few back woods coun- 
yee, would suffer every negro in the state killed. 
ou must present your case to the world and ap- 
point a committee to wait on the president and con- 
gress of the United States, and tell them to scale the 
representation in congress for Georgia from ten 
members to five tosix. Tell them you are for years 
wiliing to do without yoting, but insi-t that men 
who are not entitled to that representation given 
you shall not have it. Expect nothing from apy 
political party except from that which does most 
ryou. Urge our brethren in the north to study 
the question bere and vote accordingly 

As to leaving the south,k tall man ind know that 
you are Americans, were born here, reared here and 
expect in some way to solve the problem here, and 
here you expect to die aud sleep by the side of your 
fathers, where you had one. 

Agitate and continue to doso till you get every 
right you are entitled to. 

Now, tothe end that you may do something for 
the materia! interests, the moral betterment and 
political benefits of the negro of Georgia specially, 
and the black man of the nation generally, I 
hereby call upon the colored ciiizens of Georgia 
to assemble at thecounty site of their respective 
counties and select delegates to the number equal 
to twice as many members as such counties shall 
have in te lower house of the general assembly, 
and ask thet these delegates assemble in the city of 
Atlan‘a on Tuesday, the 12th ot November, 1589. 

The reason this convention is called for that day 
is because the Piedmont exposition will open on 
the 7th of October and close November the 10th, 
and under the influence of the present excitement. 
withan influx of persons unfriendiy to you during 
that time, a colosed man’s life would not be safe in 
the city of Atlanta, and it would be the height of 
mens § to invite him here to be insulted and massa- 
cre

HOW 4 KENTUCKY PREACHER 
WHIPPED A BULLY. 


Fifteen Paces With Irish Potatoes, One at a 
Time—A Terrible Pelting, and the Bully 
Cries Enough at the Sixth Round. 


‘‘Duelling has become such a prominent 
feature of our social system that a thorough 
knowledge of the code should become a requi- 
site of every youth who intends to move in 
first class society,’’ remarked a gentleman yes- 
terday. 

“Is there any one in this country thor- 
oughly conversant with the code?” asked 
another. 

“TI doubt it, unless it isa venetable minister 
whose home is in northwest Georgia. He, if 
any one, is thoroughly conversant with all of 


|} the rulings of the code of honor, so-called, and 


for that reason he was chosen as referee in an 
affair were his knowledge served him in good 
stead for the reason that he brought about an 
amicable settiement of what might have been 
a bloody fight.’’ 

This story is told by Dr. H. C. Morrison : : 

“Speaking of ministers,’’ remarked Dr. Mor- 
rison, ‘‘reminds me of acelebrated duel that oc- 
curred in Millarstown, Grayson county, Ken- 
tucky,in 1543. In that case a preacher was one 
of the principals in an affair of honor.”’ 

““YIGHTING BILL BOWMAN.” 

“The preacher was Rev. Mr. Bowman, bet- 
ter known as ‘Fighting Bill Bowman,”’ a long, 
raw--boned, rough-and ready kind of man, full 
of piety and pugnacity. There was not aman 
inside the limits of Bill Bowman’s circuit who 
did not respect him for either the one or the 
other of these qualities, and frequently for 
both. 

“If another preacher got up in the pulpit 
and started preaching it all depended upon 
Bill’s views on the subject as to whether he 
would submit to it or not. Onone occasion a 
brother minister tried it, and _ his 
and Bill’s views differed widely on the sub- 
ject. 

Here, Brother’ Blank,’ 
‘that doctrine isn’t worth pancakes. 
down and let me show you how to preach.’ 

“In pursuance of his'’own ideas on the sub- 
ject, Bill then ascended the pulpit and fired 
volley after volley of orthodox gospel at the 
heads of his astonished hearers. 

‘There was no foolishness about Bill Bow 
man. He was a good man—a God-fearing 
man in his rough way—but it was worse than 
folly to undertake te cross him when he be- 
came satisfied that he was right.’’ 

THE CHALLENGE. 

“On the occasion in question there was a 
tough citizen inthe audience who had con- 
ceived a violent dislike for Brother Bowman. 

‘He was a holy terror in Grayson county, in 
those pioneer days when men ruled by might 


more than by right. 

‘‘Hie was known as a bad man, and when he 
got tired of a fellow he generally gotrid of him 
in very short order. 

‘‘We will call him Brown, for short, and 
whenever Brown got on the war path all those 
who did not feel disposed to have their heads 
punched or bodies bruised gave him a wide 
berth. 

“On a Sunday he went toone of the churches 
included in Bill Bowman’s’ cirenit with 
the avowed in tention of going for 
the preacher. He had _ determined to 
ettle with the preacher at once and 
for al), and he boasted of his determina- 
tion ainong his cronies. 

‘Brother bowman heard of it and when he 
ascended the puipit steps he had a look about 
him that was ominous, 

“He read the Scriptures,lined out the hymns, 
offered the prayers and went through with the 
usual routine. 

‘Then he took his text, and it was one that 
was peculiarly a ppropriate for the occasion 
and the subject in hand. 

“When he began preaching, there was no 
mistaking the drift of his discourse. He went 
for the bullies and rutiians without gloves, and 
among the number he particularized Bully 
Brown, who sat scowling in a corner. Of 
course Brown was enraged. Ife waited until 
the sermon was about concluded, when he 
arse and used some very pointed language 
toward the preacher, and then strode out. 

“The sermon was concluded with a terrible 
denunciation of the bully and his conduct, and 
then the preacher concluded the service in the 
usual way. 

“On the following day Bill Bowman received 
a chalienge to meet Buily Brown in open com- 
bat to settie the matter and remove the stains 
from the bully’s wounded honor. 

THE CHALLENGE ACCEPTED. 

“Brother Bowman was not backward in the 
least particular, and having the choice of 
weapons, he selected them at once. 

‘Through his second he notitied Bully Brow 
that-he would meet him at a specitied time 
and place, and that a half bushel of Irish po- 
tatoes, selected the size of a aman’s fist, 
should be the weapons. These were to 
be picked up one at atime, and the duelists 
were to throw them at each other, at a distance 
of fifteen paces, until the potatoes were ex- 
hausted or the dnelists were satistied. 

‘*This selection infuriated Brown. He con- 
sidered that it was heaping insult on indignity, 
and he fairly raved over it. 

‘But he was compelled toaccept, as Brother 
Bowman was firm in his position. 

THE DUEL. 

“Of course such an unique affair attracted a 
great crowd, and on the day appointed 
there was an immense gathering at the 
place appointed for the fight. 

“Bowman was anexpert hand at throwing. 
and when the principals took their plaees and 
the word was given, Brown threw at Bawman 
with all his might and missed. 

‘‘Bowman had reserved his fire,and as Brown 
stooped to pick up another potato, Bowman let 
drive and the missile weut straight to the 
mark. It raised a knot on Brown as large as 
the potato. 

‘Then the fight became hctter. Brown was 
with anger, and _ his potatoes 
were thrown at random. Bawman was 
cool and_ self-possessed, and he made 
every shot tell. 

‘For fiye or ten minutes the battle raged, but 
about the time the sixti! potato raised its 
lump on Brown’s body the latter cried enough. 

“Iie was badly beaten. He was bruised and 
bnnged up to sueh an extent that he had to be 
carried tohis bed and a physician was sum- 
moned to attend to his wounds. 

“When he got up again he was the worst 
cowed man in Grayson county, and after that 
he was never known to oifer a challenge 
again.”’ 

“That suggests a good idea,’”’ remarked a 
gentleman who had seat to the story. 
“Now, suppose our Georgia duclists would try 
that sort of a battie. It would not only be less 
liable to produce fatal results, but it would 
also aid in the development of a farming in- 
dustry that might lead to valuable results.’ 

*That’s s0,"’ remarked another, “and ~nal it 
would be a bonanza for the retail grocers.’’

A New Health and Pleasure Resort for At- 


lantians and Others. 


Kirkpatrick springs isthe name ofa new 


health and pleasure resort that will be added to 
Atlanta’s attractive suburoan retreats in the near 
future, 

Dr. James J, Alexander is the projector of the en- 
terprise, and be has already gotten matter in such 
shape as willinsure the ultimate success of the 
project.
